Q. Mar. 12. 40. we read thefe word‘, As 
nas was three days and three nights in the 
Whale’s Belly, fo fhall the Son of Man be 
three days and three nights inthe Heart of 

the Earth. Bue as this is a Prophely of the time of 

our Savicur'’s Continuince in the Grave, fo it feems 
able to two Objeétions. 

1. Albwing the Synecdocne of the Whoie for a Part, 
on fuppcfition, that our Lord continued in the Gravea 
part of Friday, all Saturday, and a part of Sunday, 
and therefore may be faidto be there three days by the 
forefaid Figure, yet bow can be be faid to be there three 
Nights, fince be was there only Friday and Saturday 
Nights,and confequ:naly not fo much asa of a third 
might, fince ke rufe on Sunday Morning. But, — 

2. It may be yee objefed, that be was mot there a 
part of a Third Day, fince be was not bursed tsll after 
the Comclufion of Friday For St. Matthew acquasnes 
us, that Jofeph went not to Pilate to beg the Body of 
Jefus, eil/ the Even wascome. And Friday ended at 
Even, according to the Computation of she Jews, who 
reckon'd their time agreeable to the Mofaic account of 
the Creation, and the Evening and the Morning were 
the firft day. And if beg'd not our Saviour's 
Body til the Evening, that is, tik the beginning of 
Saturday, we may fuppofe Saturday to be fomewhat at 


leaft advanc’d, before our Saviour's Body was laid 


the Tomb, fince it muft neceffarily take up fome time 
for Jofeph to go to Pilate, tvere to ubrain the matter 
of bis requeft (which was noe granted, till Pilate’s 
Previous enquiry, whether our Loid were already Dead) 
to retire from Pilate to the place of our Saviours Cru- 
cihxion, there to take down bis Body, t0 Convey it 
thence to bis own Tomb, and there Interr st. Ybence 
st feems undeniably Evident, that the Son of Man 
cou'd not have been in the Heart of ehe Earth (that 
35, in the Grave) fo much as the leaft part of Fréday, 
and confequently nt a part of Three days. A Solution 
two Objetlions is defix'd by two feveral Que- 

_ 4 Ie anfwer to the firft. we wou'd obferve, that 
if our Saviour liad been buried before the Even was 
come, the Synecdoche :aken notice of in the Quefti- 
Wou'd equally account for the three Nights as 
Well asthe three Days, For thofe Expreilions of

three Days and three Nights are intended ( accord. 
1g to the Jewith Method of accounting ) not to de- 
note the Diftinct umes of Light and Darknefs. For 
a Night and a Day is an Hebrew Phrafe, importing 


no more than the general revolution of 24 hours, or 


what the Greeks call vuxdiueesy (for the Hebrew 
language being void of Compounds ufes Periphra- 
fis's inftead of Compounds ) or Aftronomers a Na- 
tural Day. And therefore it is the fame as if out 
Saviour had faid, As Fonas was thee natural days in 
the Whale's Belly, fo fhall the Sin of Man be three na- 
tural days im the beart of the Earth.- Qn {uppofition 
therefore, that our Saviour, was buried before the 
Evening, it follows, that he Jay in the Grave one 
whole natural day, and a part of two other natural 
days, wnich reduces the whole matter tothe forefaid 
Synecdoche of the Whole for a Part, a Figure ad- 
mitted by the Querift. Or cto explain ig ot erwile, 
fince theExpreffion of a Night and a Day imports no 
more than a Natural day in general, and fince (up- 
on the foremention’d Suppofition ) our Saviour lay 
in the Grave a part of Friday, that pact figuratives 
ly takes in Thurfday Night, which, according to the 
Cuftom of the Fews, belongsto Friday, , And thus 
the Nights as well as days are by the fame Figure 
2. The other Objection mutt be fo far admitted, 
as that it cannot be denied, bur that, ftridtly {peak- 
ing,our Saviour lay in the Grave no more than Two 
Natural days, and confequently but Two days and 


_ Two nights, even according to the forefaid accep- 


tation of the Phrafe. And-yet this difficulry may 
be naturally accounted for by another Sreichoche 
to wit, that of a Part forthe Whole, which is as 
frequently as the former. to be met with in the beft 
Authors. And forthe Explanation of this we wou'd 
obferve, that the Whales, Belly is a narpral repre. 
fentative of a State.of. Death in general, however 
it may bear a Nearer sefemblance to the Grave in 
parricular, For asthe Whale is a great Devourer, 
fo is not Death very commonly defcrib’d as {uch @ 
Hence it that we.read of-ehe of Death, 
Now we may learn from St, Mark, that our Savie 
our was in a State of Death a parcof Friday. For 
as he rellsus, that as {oon as the Even was 
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fiph went iw boldly to Pilate, and crav'd the Body of 
fo he acquaints us coo, thar Pslase asking the 
Centurion, whether he were any while dead, was 
an{wer'd in the Affirmative. Whence it follows,that 
ar the commencement of Sattirday our Saviour had 
been {ome time dead, and confequentiy was in a 
Stare of Death fome part of Friday. And the whole 
time of our Saviour’s Continuance in a State of 
Death is afcrib’d. to his Continuance in the Grave, 
tho’ it was but a Part of it, by vertue of the fore- 
faid Synecdoche. And the ufe of fuch a Synecdo- 
che is then Warrantable and Natural, when the 
Part, which is taken for the Whole, is either the 
Greater,or the moft Signal part. Of the latter kind, 
which is nor fo frequent as the former, we have a 
noted inftance in the 430 Years afcrib’d to the fo- 
journing of the If{raelites in Egypt, whereas they 
fojourn’d there bur one Half of that time, and the 
whole contains the time trom Abraham's firft {ojourn- 
ing in Camaaa to the Exodus of the Ifraelites out of 
Foypt. But the whole 430 Yearsare therefore by a 
Synecdoche attributed to the fojourning of the I{rae- 
lites in Egypt, becaufe their Defcent thither, their 
Continuance there, and their Exodus from thence 
were (o very Wonderful and Extraordinary. Butthe 
Continuance of our Saviour in the Grave was both 


the Greater Part and the moft Signal Part alfo of | 


his continuance in a Stare of Death. It muftbe al- 
low'd co be the Greater part, tince Two are Two 
Thirds of Three ; and if wecompute the time more 
frrictly, it was far Greater ftill, It was the moft 
final and Memorable Part with regardto the 1 ype, 
which gave occafion to the Figure, fince (as is ob- 
ferv'd above) Fonah’s Continuance in the Whale’s 
Belly bears a Nearer Refemblance to our Savieur's 
Continuance in the Grave, than to his bare Continu- 
ance in a Srateof Death. a 
. Since Tycho Brahe’s Sy/tem allows not of Pr 
lemy's Solid Spheres, how are the Diurnal Motions of 
the Sun and Moon accounted for as any ways conjiftent 
with their Motions Northbward and Soutbward, fince 
thofe Different Motions are Incompatible, unlefs fup- 
pos'd Extrinfick and Intrinfick or Proper Motions. 
Since Tyebo Brabee died, before he had finithd 
his defign, the Abettors of His Syftem an{wer for 
him to the feveral Objections, that are brought a- 


painft him. To the Objection {pecified inthe 


ftion, they reply that their Mafter afcribes but a Sin- 
gie Marion to either the Sun or Moon, however it 
may fecem Double, in thar it is fuch a Motion, as 
produces the fame Effec® with Pro/omy's Double Mo- 
tion. For their Diurnal Motion, fay they, 1s per- 
form’d, not by Circular courfes, Parallel ro the E- 
quator, ‘but by Spiral ones. And thefe Spirals pro- 
duce the Latitude of the Zodiack. But as after Ptole- 
my's Diurnal Revolution of the Heavens the Sun and 
Moon ate not yet arrivd to the fame point, this is 
to be afcrib’d, nor to a Retrograde Motion Eaft- 


ward, but to their Progreffive Motion Weftward, | 


which is nor an Extrinfick, but their Proper Motion. 
Whence it follows, thatas accordmeg to the Prole- 
maick syftem the Motion of the Moon along the 
Zodiack ts Swifter than chat of the Snn, fo accord 
ing to the Tychonick her Diurnal Motion muft be 
Proportionably flower. Bur fince the confequence 
of this wou'd be, that if her Spirals were Equidi- 
ftanc from one another with thofe of the Sun, the 
wou'd not make fach large Excurfions Northward 
and Souchward, as the does, therefore her Spira': 
muft be {upposd to be ara far greaterdiftance from 
One another. 

Agreeable to the Premifes they folve the Moticr 
of the Firmament, by fuppofing it to ove Latter 
shan che Sun, in Spirals earer ro onea nother.
